THE RECENTRIOTS IN MEMPHiS, TENN.

From the Army and Navy Jowrnal, May 14,

From an official gource we have received the
followimg detsiled account of the recent disturh-
ances at Memphis, It may be relied upon as a
correct gtatement ol the circumstances of the
recent riot, ol which onlv impertect reporis haye
thus tar been presented to the public:—

On the afternoon of May 1, 1866, the police en-
deavored 10 urrest some discharged colored sol-
diers, who were disorderly, in South Memplis
but were resisted and driven away, This eallec
torth the whole police foree, which was joined
by a large number of the lower classes, for the
ostengible purpose of assisting in arvesting the
offenders of the law, but upon arriving at the
scene of the disturbance a genersl onslaught
was made upon the negroes, who compose the
mpin portion of the inhabitants of that locality.
The riotous proceedings continued to incrense
until a lute hourin the evening, when the Mavor
of the city addressed the following communion-
tion to Major-General Btoneman, commanding
the Department of Tennessea: —

Mavor's Orp1ox, Ctry o Mexenis, May 1 --To
Maojor-General Stonemnn, Commanding, Ete, ;—
There is an unenkiness in toe pubbe ound growing
out of tho oceurrences of to-day which would pe
materially calmed if there was ap assuraves of mily-
tary co-operation with the civil poliee in suppressing
all diswurbanees of the publie veace. 1 should be
hupoy to have it in my vower to glve this a-surance
at once. It would imtimidate the lawless, and sorve
1o nilay the approhiensions of the orderly, 1 there-
fore request that you will ordor o force of say 200
men, commanded by alscrent ofMioers, to be heid
ready to co-operate with the constabulary foree of
the eity in esse of any mriher continuen lawlessnoss.,

wounded, the troops were ordered out and che
rioters ¢llap|-rrmtl. Though comparative quiet
was restored, the public wind remained &' an
intense state of excitement, and oceasionsl
cuses of shooting occuwrred througheut the re
mainder of the night and the day at‘llw 2d,

After midnight of the 2d, wva churches,
sehool-houses, and buildines which were used
by the Freedmen's Boreau and negro populse
Iation, and located in various parts of the aty,
were burnesd, Most oMbLose builldings belonged
to the Unitcd Stutes lilowsnnnem. und one of
them conmned & conylderable wmount of cloth-
irg and stores for destitute whites and blacks, all
of which wns consnmed.

On the 3d the indlscriminate Aring continued,
and, o8 s the case gepernlly in like disturb-
puces, inoffensive and invocent parties were
killed spd wounded. The exciléengnt incrensed,
and the apprebensions of the people were so
little allayed that the following eommunicn-
